That the Petitioners, with others the Creditors of the Navy ; made 
their application to the Parliament in Auguſt 1660; for ſatisfaftion of 
their ſaid Debt, and thereupon an A& piiled for ſtitirig their Accompts 

- Upon Oath', ind an Aſſeisment of 70000 Hz. per Menſem for 6 months 
was appointed to be raiſed for Disbanding the remaining part of the 
Army and Diſcharging.the Navy Debts, and Rules made for the Come . 
miſſioners: how to proceed in payment of the ſaid Debts. But the 
growing charge of the Army and Navy was ſo great, with other Debts 
preceding the Petitioners in courſe , that took wp all money raiſed by 
the Aſſeſsmerits ; by reaſon whereof your Petitioners reinain unſatisfied 
to this diy. 


"That the Petitioners, with other the ſaid Navy Creditors being here- 
by ws. » did humbly petition this Houſe for ſatisfaction iti the 
years 1663, 1664, and 1670, and ſeveral Orders were made for exa- 
mining their Debts, and Reports therebf were made to this Houſe, That 

' their Bebts were juſt, and ouget in honour and juſtice to be ſatisfied ; 
and thereupon tlie Houſe paſſed a Vote 3 Nov. 1670, That the fame 
ſhould be taken into further conſideration after the Kings buſineſs was 
put into a method of diſpatch ; ſince which time nothilig hath been 

one for their relief; 


The Petitioners being miſerably poor, and in great want and 
neceſſity , and ſome of them lying in priſon tor the Moneys 
they borrowed to provide-the ſaid Goods ; and being great . 
Sufferers in the late Dreadful Conflagration of the Gay : 
Do moſt humbly pray ſome ſpeedy and effeQual courſe 
may be taker for payment of their ſaid Debts, to preſerve 

. them and their Families from utter ruin ; and have future 
--4gi an to ſupply His Majeſty again upon all occa-
